KOPPEL: KISSINGER'S VERY PRESENCE HERE TODAY REPRESENTS A

DIPLOMACY WHICH HAILED LAST MARCH, AND IT REQUIRED A PECU- 
LIAR BLEND OE PATIENCE, AND BEHIND-THE-SCENES PRESSURE TO 
CONVINCE ALL THE PARTIES THAT THE ALTERNATIVES, LIKE THE 
GENEVA CONEERENCE, WERE EVEN LESS LIKELY TO SUCCEED. 

HAK: NOW, FIVE MONTHS LATER, THE GAP IN THE NEGOTIATIONS 
HAS BEEN SUBSTANTIALLY NARROWED, BY CONCESSIONS ON BOTH 
SIDES. I KNOW ALSO THAT RELATIONS BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE

ISRAEL. ANTI-KISSINGER DEMONSTRATIONS FEARED THROUGHOUT 
JERUSALEM THIS EVENING. ALTHOUGH HIS ARRIVAL, PROTECTED 
BY MASSIVE SECURITY FORCES, WAS UNEVENTPUL, KISSINGER'S 
SCHEDULED DEPARTURE EOR DINNER WITH PM RABIN THIS EVENING 
WAS DELAYED EOR ALMOST AN HOUR. DEMONSTRATORSBLOCKING 
INTERSECTIONS ALONG THE ROUTE HAD TO BE FORCIBLY REMOVED

NBC'S BROKAW: SECRETARY OP STATE KISSINGER WAS MET BY 
PROTESTERS WHEN HE ARRIVED IN ISRAEL TODAY TO WORK OUT 
PINAL DETAILS OF AN INTERIM PEACE AGREEMENT BETWEEN ISRAEL 
AND EGYPT. THOUSANDS OP DEMONSTRATORS WERE IN THE STREETS 
OP JERUSALEM PROTESTING TERMS OP PROPOSED DEAL WITH EGYPT, 
WHICH HAS BEEN APPROVED BY ISRAELI GOVT. KISSINGER IS 
EXPECTED TO RECEIVE A PAR WARMER RECEPTION WHEN HE GOES 
TO EGYPT. 

VALERIANL EXTRAORDINARY SECURITY MEASURES WERE IN EPPECT 
BECAUSE OP THREAT OP ARAB TERRORISM AND ANTI-KISSINGER 
DEMONSTRATIONS BY ISRAELIS OPPOSED TO TERMS OP A NEW 
SINAI AGREEMENT. ALL MAJOR ISSUES OF AGREEMENT HAVE

HAK ATTENDED A DINNER AT ISRAELI PARLIAMENT. OCCASION 
WAS MOSTLY SOCIAL, SINCE HE DOES NOT LIKE TO PLUNGE INTO 
TOUGH NEGOTIATIONS IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING A LONG, TIRING 
FLIGHT. HE'LL CONFER WITH PM RABIN AND HIS TOP AIDES 
TOMORROW AND THEN FLY TO EGYPT WITH NEWEST ISRAELI NEGO- 
TIATING PROPOSALS. 

CBS' MUDD: SECSTATE HAK ARRIVED IN ISRAEL TODAY EOR WHAT 
HE HOPES WILL BE FINAL ROUND OF TALKS ON A SINAI PEACE 
AGREEMENT. HOWEVER, ANGRY ISRAELIS GREETED HIS ARRIVAL 
BY STEPPING UP DEMONSTRATIONS TO SHOW THEIR MISTRUST. 

BERNARD KALB: SECURITY EOR HAK WAS TIGHTEST EVER, A 
REELECTION OF GOVT'S RECOGNITION OE WIDESPREAD SUSPICION

DEMONSTRATIONS ALONG 45-MINUTE DRIVE. THE BEST-ORGANIZED 
PROTEST: AT ENTRANCE TO JERUSALEM BY ISRAELI HAWKS WHO
